Mershon arrested Craig and started to 
jail with him. but the Negro slip|>ed 
away from him und skip|icd out. 

When the commonwealth had intro- 
duced its last witness at the examining 
trial of James Carter. Dick Chandler 
Elmore Siler and Misses Ethel Delaney 
and Lena Staton, charged with the 
murder of Cecil Crutchfield, the law- 
yers for the defense made a motion 
that the accused he discharged and 
spoke at length on the proposition. 
They were answered by the prusecution 
and when the i|uestion was finally 
submitted to Judge Bailey he ordered 
the prisoners to jail, at the same time 
rescinding his order |iermitting them 
guards. The trial will be continued 
this morning. Judge Bailey declining to 
hold court yesterday, on account of his 
duties in the county court. Some 
damaging testimony was introduced 
Saturday, several witnesses swearing 
that the fiash of the pistol indicated 
that James Carter fired the shot and 
that he picked up the wca|H>n, wlvich 
fell to the Hour just after the report 
was heard. Otto Ensslin, a German 
boy, was the most damaging witness, 
while John Oaks, who was playing the 
bango for the dancers, gave some testi- 
mony that must have been displeasing 
to the defense. As the defense has 
not yet shown its hand it is im|s>s- 
sible to even guess at the outcome of 
the trial, which has created more in- 
terest here than any in years. Mr. J. 
S. Owsly, Jr., is assisting County At- 
torney Helm in the prosecution, while 
Judge M. C. Saufley, Messrs Roliert 
Harding, R. C. Warren, P. M. McRob- 
erta and W. S. Burch represent the 
accused. The court-house is packed at 
each session of the trial and many 
others would hear the testimony if they 
could gain entrance.
